Havana, Feb. 28.—The constitutional 


convention sat until 2:30 o'clock yester- 
day morning finishing up the debate ou 
ihe question of the relations to exist be- 
tween Cuba and the United States and 
drawing up a preamble, which \vas 
read and adopted at a public session 
yesterday afternoon. 


The preamble, which is lengthy, says 


that the convention received from xhe 
military government a letter telling the 
convention what were the wishes of 
the administrative branch of the Amer- 
ican government regarding future rela- 
tions. The convention understood that 
the object of the administration in 
wishing these relations to exist was to 
preserve the independence of Cuba, the 
United States wishing coaling stations 
for this purpose. This, however, would 
in itself militate against that independ- 
ence vrhich it was the desire of both 
parties to preserve. 


With regard to the other conditions 


which the executive branch of the 
United States government suggested, 
the object of those which tended to 
protect the independence of Cuba, such 
as. stipulating the conditions under 
which Cuba might raise loans, were 
fully 
covered 
by the 
constitution, 


which, in the opinion of the conven- 
tion, fully protected the independence 
of Cuba. Regarding hygiene, the pre- 
amble stated that the future govern- 
ment of Cuba should make laws and 
arrange with the United States how 
best to pEeserve a good state of hygiene 
in the island. 


The preamble concludes by stating 


that the convention considers that ihe 
following relations might exist be- 
nveen Cuba and the United States pro- 
vided the future government of Cuba 
thinks them advisable: 


The Resolutions Adopted. 


"The government of Cuba will not 


make a treaty or agreement with ony 
foreign power which may compromise 
or limit the independence of Cuba or 
which may permit or authorize auy 
power to obtain by means of coloniza- 
tion or for military or naval purposes 
or in any other manner any foothold or 
authority or right over any portion of 
Cuba.

The minute Botha and his followers 
salute Kitchener as their conqueror— 
the minute De Wet shows the white 
flag to Thorneycroft—then is the end of 
the bloody controversy.

Botha is a fox in 
his cunning: be may be up to winning 
trickery, while the world adjudges him 
subdued, De Wet, the master guerilla, 
has a dozen times been cornered, ap- 
parently so tightly that all London 
said, "The war is over, start the bands;"

TITLES FOR LAWYERS. 


Tbe One Learned Profession 


In "Without n Ilanaio. 


"It has always seeiBed strange to me 


that the legal profession, which is one of 
the foremost of the learned professions, 
may besto\y upon its meinbo:s no dis- 
tinctive title, as can the medical, for in- 
stance," said a member of the District 
bar to a reporter. 


''A man can:e ip my office the other 


day nuO handed me bis card, which bore 
tvro or three initial letters at the end cf 
his name. 
He was a eompoundcr of 


drugs; not a druggist in the scnbe that 
he owned a drug store, though he inisht 
have owned one, but he was licensed to 
put up prescriptions nnd therefore en- 
titled to place certain distinctive letters 
after his name. 


"A man upon gratluatin™ in medicine i? 


authorized to place afrer bis name the 
letters 'M. D,-,' v.'hich sijrniiy that he is 
a doctor of medicine, and the public by 
courtesy and long fixed and established 
custom calls him 'Dr.,' vrhich is a dis- 
tinction above that of the average man 
in lite. To call a pUysiuuu 'Mr.' would 
bo grounds almost for a duel, would 
bo taken as au insult and certainly a 
slight. 
Physicians are very scrupulous j 


in applying their titles to one another, j 
and in a hospital -<yh.cn half a dozen phy- j 
sicians are together the title 'Dr.' is ap- j 
plted so often that it may be scooped up 
f auly.
